Bishop Parsons Sends Out Letter for Promotion of 
Cathedral 


The following pastoral letter has been sent out by the 
Bishop and is commended especially to those who missed 
the opportunity of hearing it read in their churches: 

My Dear People: At the Diocesan Convention ten days ago 
the love we had for Bishop Nichols and our desire to make 
a worthy memorial to him took shape in a momentous deci- 
sion. The Convention resolved to build a substantial part of 
Grace Cathedral, a unit large enough to house the congrega- 
tions which now fill the crypt. This will cost at least 
$700,000. 

The Cathedral Chapter offered the resolution through Dean 
Gresham and with the unanimous approval of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese and the Diocesan Council. They 
believed that no memorial would be more appropriate, for 
no project in the Diocese was nearer to Bishop Nichols’ 
heart. They had so much assurance of interest and support 
as to be confident that the project was feasible. The Conven- 
tion approved with glowing enthusiasm. 

A committee is now being organized to take charge of the 
work. You will all be kept informed of its plans as they 
develop. In the meanwhile there are some things we can 
all do to help. We can be talking about it with one another 
and with people outside, and thus create a fine spirit of 
interest and co-operation, Every one of us—men and women, 
boys and girls—must have a part in it. The Cathedral is the 
Church of all the Diocese. It is not a parish. It belongs to 
us all, just as Bishop Nichols belonged to us all, and we all 
want a share in his memorial. We can also be planning for 
our contributions when the time comes to make them. We 
will all remember that our gifts are not to be just little con- 
tributions from our current income as we give to the parish 
expenses or the Community Chest, but gifts worthy of the 
permanent and great memorial they are to help build. 

We can all be giving the strength of our prayers to the 
achievement of the memorial. The dear Bishop three years 
ago, when he started again the building project, wrote a 
prayer which I trust may be used throughout the Diocese. 

The Cathedral will be a symbol of our Diocesan unity 
and of our corporate devotion to our Lord. It will be a great 
and beautiful witness of the love and admiration which we 
all have for the memory of the noble leader who is gone. 
It calls to us all, near and far, to bear our part in making 
it worthy of the faith which it symbolizes and the love 
which it commemorates.

Progress of Week-day Religious Education Bill 


The Educational Committee of the Legislature of Califor- 
nia held a public hearing Wednesday, March 11, on the 
Miller Bill providing for Week-day Religious Education in 
co-operation with the public schools. 

Miss Eleanor Miller of Pasadena spvke on the general prin- 
ciples underlying the plan as it has been adopted in twenty- 
five States and several hundred cities of the United States. 
The Rev. Dr. Corley, chairman of the Southern California 


Committee, and the Rev. B. D. Weigle, chairman of the 
og ri California Committee, also spoke in support of the 
ill. 

A large number attended the hearing and great interest in 
the plan was evidenced. A continued hearing will be held 
on March 25. The bill is sponsored by nearly all the religious 
bodies in the State and it is confidently expected that it will 
be passed. The only group in which there seems to be a 
serious difference of opinion is the Jewish group, and it is 
earnestly hoped that they can be won over to the plan which 
is becoming so rapidly adopted throughout the whole coun- 
try. Their objection is that they fear that it will interfere 
with the program of the public schools. That is a question 
which has been settled in many hundreds of cities by the 
perfectly smooth and harmonious working of the plan with 
the full support of the public school authorities and the ut- 
most satisfaction of the whole community. 

The Week-day Church School plan has gained a permanent 
place in the educational program of the country and has 
proved to be the only satisfactory solution of the vexed 
problem of religious education of our youth. Dr. John H. 


Finley, formerly Commissioner of Education of New York’

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CATHEDRAL PROGRESS 


Big projects must inevitably move slowly. After the Con- 
vention the Chapter set to work at once to prepare the pre- 
liminariés necessary for the great undertaking of raising 
the money and perfecting the plans of the Cathedral. A 
Building Committee with the Rev. Dr. Cambridge as chair- 
man has begun work with the architect, Mr. Hobart, on the 
changes which must be made in the designs of ten years ago.

It is a mo- 
mentous challenge to the Churches. We must take up the 
challenge. We must find the means and the teachers. We 
must give the children of California the opportunity which 
we have sought for them. 


I thought especially of our Church’s responsibility last 
week as I drove about with Mr. Thackeray through ‘his big 
field. I had a wonderful week-end, by the way. This winter 
I was to visit only three of the places in his field and Mr. 
Thackeray wanted to reach them all on Sunday. There was 
also a left-over confirmation at Arroyo Grande, where the 
Rev. Mr. Miller of Santa Maria, a graduate of our Divinity 
School, has charge. I began with that on Saturday. Mr. 
Snow, the rector of St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo, took me 
after the confirmation back to San Luis. We had dinner at 
the rectory, visited the Guild Hall where Miss Beans and 
Miss Newbold were expounding Girls’ Friendly lore to fifty 


' women and girls, and then my kind clerical chauffeur drove 


me to Paso Robles. On Sunday we had a fine service at St. 
James’ in the morning with an admirable choir and the joy 
of the new organ. The choir of St. James’ is not only com- 
petent musically; it has missionary zeal. It went with us 
over the mountains to Parkfield, where Christ Church (a real 
ornament to the community) was filled for the afternoon 
service; and it went on with us, through the mud of 
the Cholame Valley and up the slippery grade to Annette. 
There we were welcomed most hospitably with a noble sup- 
per in the Community Hall and a hearty service after it. All 
that part of the country is suffering from the long droughts; 
but this year the little rain has fallen at the right times and 
people are hopeful. Service over, we packed into our four 
automobiles, slid down the grade and finished our hundred- 
mile round before 11:00 o’clock. The next morning the Vicar 
and I drove to King City, making various calls on the way. 

Now I have told this little story by the way with a very 
definite purpose. In our party was a representative of a 
group of social workers from the University of Wisconsin 
which is making a survey of certain California country 
towns. She commented on the uniqueness of our work in 
this district. It combines the plan of a large area all working 
as one Church unit (what Mr. Thackeray calls the Regional 
Parish) with recognition on the part of other Churches of 
our sole responsibility for the spiritual welfare of these small 
communities and the vast areas around them. There is no 
Church but ours at Parkfield and Jolon and only the Roman 
Catholic at San Ardo. There are no services but ours at 
Annette or Bradley or San Lucas or in the district near Jolon. 


On our hundred-mile trip on Sunday after we left San Miguel 
(ten miles) until we reached Paso Robles again, with the ex- 
ception of a tiny Methodist Church at Shandon, so far as any 
organized Christianity is concerned all the people must look 
to us for spiritual guidance and help. 

It is gratifying to hear the admiring comment of a trained 
observer on our work; but it is almost terrifying to think of 
the responsibility which it puts upon us. It is especially 
appalling as one thinks of the children. The Vicar reports 
that there are 213 school children registered in eight schools 
in communities where there is no Church or Sunday School. 
Here is the Bradley school with thirty children; at least half 
are Protestants. There is the Parkfield school with as many, 
and practically no Roman Catholics. The situation is the 
same at Annette. Everywhere children to be brought up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord and no one doing it. 
The Vicar can not be in half a dozen places at once. He has 
no lay helpers in most of these places who can take the 
responsibility of carrying on educational work. There ought 
ultimately to be another priest to help in the great and grow- 
ing pastoral work of the district but right at this moment 
we need a deaconess, trained in religious education, equip- 
ped with her own little car, to organize, to gather the chil- 
dren, to teach. There should be both Sunday and Week-day 
Church Schools all through the district. There can be if we 
can put some one there to assist Mr. Thackeray in this 
work. Can we meet the challenge? 


THE MODERN USE OF THE BIBLE 


Dr. Fosdick has helped many thousands of people through 
his little books on Prayer, on Faith and other devotional 
topics. But he has never, I think, done anything better, 
although, of course, it is in quite a different line, than his 
exposition of the results of the historical study of the Bible 
in his recent Yale lectures: “The Modern Use of the Bible.” 
The book is constructive throughout. He discusses the 
changes in men’s view of the world and the conception of 
inspiration. He puts vividly the enormous help which comes 
to the study of the Bible through the wider knowledge of its. 
origins. He shows how it all culminates in the revelation 
in Our Lord and in two noble chapters at the close he por- 
trays the meaning and power of the Person of Christ with 


an impressive eloquence which grips the imagination—and 
the heart. 


Celebrates Twenty-fifth Anniversary 


Just twenty-five years ago on March 1 Rev. J. P. Turner 
joined the staff of the Good Samaritan Mission as assistant 
to the Rev. W. I. Kip, Jr. This was on Ash Wednesday. That 
Easter Mr. Kip preached his last sermon and Bishop Nichols 
placed Mr. Turner in charge, where he has served ever since. 
The work had to meet many difficulties (notably its demolition 
with the destruction of its buildings and equipment and the 
scattering of its congregation at the time of the great fire), 
but it has survived and today with its fine buildings and 
equipment is a busy center of spiritual and social activity 
for the community. 

Large congregations were present on the day of the anni- 
versary and at the close of the morning service Mr. C. H. 
Jellett made the following address: 


“Rev. and Dear Mr. Turner: Today will always stand out 
in our memory as being the fulfilment of twenty-five years 
of your faithful and devoted service to God, your Church and 
your congregation. This beautiful building in which we now 
assemble for worship is an accomplishment which will al- 
ways remain a monument to your untiring zeal and labor. 
On behalf of the congregation of the Good Samaritan Mission 
I ask you to accept this token as a mark of their greatest 
love and esteem for you.” 

He then presented Mr. Turner with a very beautiful silver 
vase. Mr. Turner replied in a few words expressing his deep

Cathedral Quiet Day

On February 12.the Rev. Bertrand Stevens, D. D., Bishop 
Coadjutor of Los Angeles, led a conference on Christian 
Healing. The day began with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion at 10:00 a. m. Bishop Stevens then gave three short 
addresses, his strong voice rising calmly above a cloudburst 
of rain and hail upon the roof. He began by describing the 
complex of fears which prey upon humanity—cowardice, 
pessimism, over-concern for the souls of others, concern for 
public opinion, financial worry, anxiety over disease and 
death. All this was mere paganism. We need have no fear, 
the Bishop said, even for the younger generation, who have 
their right to a new vocabulary and a new point of view; we 
have created a hard situation for them, the Bishop added, 
for which we are responsible. Pessimism, he defined as the 
contemplation of problems for which one has no solution. 
But Christianity has a solution. At Pentecost power was im- 
parted, power to overcome all fear, power which enables us 
to rise up above things which beset. The sound mind is the 
disciplined mind that prays day by day habitually and estab- 
lishes actual contact with the Most High. Fear is the nega- 
tion of faith—the antithesis to peace, confidence and hope. 

After lunch of delectable sandwiches and coffee, Bishop 
Stevens presided over an informal conference on Christian 
Healing, during which things were said from many angles. 
News of the healing work done by the Church of England in 
Canada was followed by a word from an Armenian disciple 
who spoke with the conviction of experience. The work of 
the Healing Mission of Grace Cathedral was very succinctly 
described by Mrs. Hamilton. 


At the close of the meeting a Diocesan Class in Christian 
Healing was organized to meet every Thursday afternoon in 
Lent at 1:45 in Grace Chapel under the leadership of Mrs. 
Lincoln. Delegates from a number of churches promised to 
recruit this class, which is the first Diocesan Class in Chris- 
tian Healing to be organized by our Church in this country.

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interdenominational Summer School of Religion at 
Berkeley, June 22 to July 31, 1925 


Under the joint direction of the School for Christian 
Service and Deaconess Training School of the Pacific, the 
Westminster School for Training in Christian Social Service, 
the San Francisco National Training School for Christian 
Service Preparation; with the co-operation of the Pacific 
School of Religion, the Berkeley Baptist Divinity School, the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific and the San Francisco 
Theological Seminary. 


Courses will be given in the following subjects: Theory 
and Principles of Religious Education, Religious Psychology, 
Methods and Procedure of Teaching, Old Testament History, 
The Prophets, New Testament Environment, Story of the 
Life of Jesus, The Teachings of Jesus, The Primary Depart- 
ment Methods, The Junior Department Methods, Story-telling, 
Worship, Pagenatry and Dramatics, Girl Leadership. 

The following special lectures will be given in the eve- 
nings: Typical Experiments in Week-day Church Schools, 
Church School Administration, Daily Vacation Bible Schools, 
Modern Religious Education, The Leadership of Youth, Page- 
antry, Story-telling. 

A more detailed schedule will be published soon. 


The time of the school corresponds to the time of the 
summer session of the University of California. It is hoped 
that some of the faculty of the University Summer Session 
may be secured for evening lectures. Many interesting lec- 
tures and entertainments in connection with the University 
are always open to the public. 


The Summer School of Religion has been specially planned 
for those who have University training or experience in 
teaching and who desire to train themselves to teach in the 
coming Week-day Church Schools. The courses given will, 
however, be of value to Church School teachers. There will 
be one hour a day devoted to the specialized curricula of 
the various denominations, led by denominational leaders. 

The school will cover a period of six weeks but will be 
divided into three sessions. It is advisable that students who 
want credit for work done, arrange to stay for the whole 
period. By special arrangement, however, certificates will 
be given for work in any one of the three sessions. Students 
are advised not to register for less than two or more than 
four of the courses given in each session. Tuition for the six 
weeks, $15. Board and room may be secured in Berkeley for 
about $10 a week.

Trinity Church, San Francisco, Dedicates Memorial 
Organ

Save for the rustling of a few programs and the singing 
of the birds in the ivy, the great interior of Trinity Church, 
filled to capacity, remained silent. Then suddenly, yet 


softly, the choir in procession was heard advancing, singing. 
The occasion was the dedication of the memorial organ on 
Sunday, February 15. 


The opening sentence was pronounced by the rector, Mr. 
Deems, following which the choir and congregation sang 
unaccompanied, “Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Almighty!” 
in its noble entirety. 


The verses of Psalm 150 were read by the Bishop to 
open the ceremony of dedication of the organ, after which 
the presentation speech was given by Mr. Deems. In it 
he called to attention the age and position of Trinity Par- 
ish, the oldest on the Pacific Coast. Numerous events of 
importance which have taken place in Trinity were 
mentioned, among them being the first use of the Prayer 
Book in a Church on the Pacific Coast, the first celebration 
of Holy Communion and the first Episcopal Confirmation; 
the General Convention in 1901, the consecration of Bishop 
Nichols as second Bishop of the Diocese, and in later years, 
the Armistice Day Celebration which has assumed city-wide 
importance and interest. The words of the incorporation 
of Trinity in 1849 were quoted: “Whereas, we recognize 
the obligation to evince as individuals and as a people our 
gratitude to Almighty God for all His mercies by imparting 
spiritual resources to the country that is affording us in 
such abundance its worldly things,” in order to bring the 
mind of the spirit of the foundation to the parish. 

The simple yet beautiful words of dedication were read 
by the Bishop, and the memorial prayers and collects were 
followed by the playing of the anthem, “How Lovely is Thy 
Dwelling Place” on the newly dedicated organ, accompanied 
by the choir. 


The General Confession, Absolution and Lord’s Prayer 
came next in the service. Mr. Maxwell MacVean, lay reader, 
read the lesson, which was followed by the singing of 
Buck’s Festival Te Deum by the choir and organ. The solo- 
ists were Mrs. John Gish, Mrs. H. M. Atkinson, Mr. Harrison 
Coles, and Mr. Austin W. Sperry. 


The Apostles’ Creed, collects and prayers, the General 
Thanksgiving and Grace concluded the order of service. 
Choir and congregation then joined in singing “For all the 
Saints, Who From Their Labors Rest” before the sermon, 
which was delivered by Bishop Parsons. Its main theme was 
on the gateway of beauty into the kingdom of Heaven. 


The Bishop preached from the text, “The door of the tem- 
ple which is called Beautiful.”—Acts 3:2. After speaking of 
the history of Trinity Parish he quoted from the resolutions 
at its organization in which the founders, in thankfulness 
for God’s mercies, pledged themselves to impart their “spir- 
itual things to a country” affording them “in such abundance 
its worldly things.” True to that early pledge the parish has 
served Diocese and city in notable fashion and step by step 
has created worthy expressions and symbols of its faith. It 
has realized that beauty is as truly divine as goodness or 
truth. Its four buildings represent growth in beauty. Its 
services steadily have grown in adequacy and appropriate- 
ness. The new organ is the culmination of the purpose to 
bring all beauty into the service of the Lord. 


Beauty is not only the expression of a completely rounded 
faith; it is a symbol of sacramental power. Men find God 
through beauty. They enter the temple through the beautiful 
gate. Thinking of it in this fashion, we may call the new 
organ the completion of the beautiful gate here in Trinity

Mrs. Monteagle read a letter from Miss Winston, stating 
that May 1 was the fifty-eighth anniversary of Bishop Tuttle’s 
consecration to the Episcopate and suggested it as an ap- 
propriate time for calling in the pledges to the Bishop Tuttle 
Special Memorial Fund. It was moved and carried to hold 
this meeting in conjunction with the regular meeting May 1. 

Miss Gibbs, acting for the United Thank Offering secre- 
tary submitted her report. There is on hand $3700. This is 
far short of previous years. Miss Gibbs advised enlisting the 
parishioners as well as the Auxiliary members to swell the 
amount. 

We were especially fortunate in having among our speak- 
ers for the afternoon Dr. and Mrs. W. B. Ridgley of Nanking, 
China. Mrs. Ridgley spoke a few words concerning the very 
poor conditions endured by the women factory workers of 
China, especially in the cotton mills. Miss Alice Clark of 


Hangkow is doing excellent work and it is hoped she will be 
kept there. Dame Adelaide also is invaluable in her work 
among the factory workers and she is at the same time in 
close touch with the officers of the factories, who have 
promised to alleviate conditions. 


Dr. Ridgley was then introduced and said, in part: 


“Among the men of St. John’s University at Shanghai and 
Boon University at Wuchang the spirit maintained is par- 
ticularly fine. While English is taught, the universities en- 
deavor to keep it all as Chinese as possible. The work in 
theosophy continues and more and more men are offering 
themselves for the work. It is imperative, however, for those 
who seek holy orders to complete the college course and 
obtain a diploma before deciding definitely what they really 
desire and need.” 


Dr. Ridgley spoke of the excellent work Dr. Nichols is 
doing as editor for the Chinese Churchman and for super- 
vising the publishing of Church literature in China. 


Miss Newbold then spoke to us briefly of her visit to 
Hooker School, Mexico. She believes Mexico is beginning an 
era of prosperity under the new president—Kios. Mexico 
needs new schools badly. Hooker School has thirty-eight 
boarding and forty day students. The girls have a wide 
range of study, including English. They are eager to learn 
English in order to come to the United States. 

The president stated the April meeting would take up the 
question of increasing Auxiliary members, also the United 
Thank Offering problems. 


Dr. Powell closed the meeting with the Collect and the 
Benediction. 


MARIN COUNTY WOMAN’S AUXILIARY

The December quarterly meeting of the Marin County 
branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary was held in San Rafael 
at St. Paul’s new Guild Hall, with Mrs. T. S. Brooke presid- 
ing, in the absence of the president, Mrs. C. H. Campbell. 
Rev. Mr. Bradley led in hymn and prayers, after which the 
mniutes of previous meeting were read and approved. Four 
branches answered the roll call as follows: San Rafael, fif- 
teen; Corte Madera, four; Mill Valley, five; Sausalito, two. 


Reports were next and showed San Rafael raised $108 
through a, Sunday School bazaar. Mill Valley’s bazaar held 
during December and their Junior League raised $22 for a 
worthy purpose. Sausalito sent $20 to the Christmas box. 

Mrs. Symonds, social service secretary, reported progress 
slow on prison work, asking for a voluntary contribution 
from each Guild toward purchasing handkerchiefs and fruit 
for fifty-five women inmates as Christmas cheer. The Church 
Service League reported San Rafael Sunday School girls 
dressing twelve dolls for Christmas box. 


Near East pamphlets were distributed, suggesting a menu 
as reminder of 15,000 children needing help. Our president 
sent word the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund was low and urged 
replenishing same. Also attendance at monthly Diocesan 
meetings first Mondays at 2:00 p. m. in Grace Chapel, San 
Francisco. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Parsons addressed us on the Nation-wide 
Campaign quota as running behind, even at the present 40 
per cent to New York and 60 per cent to the Diocese, urging 
each parish to meet their pledges and quotas. The Bishop 
was interested to hear the effort among Churchwomen of 
social service work at San Quentin. He also urged Church 
unity in all matters of parish and vestry, speaking of St. 
Paul’s new location and comfortable quarters, and mentioned 
the catherdrals visited in Europe as typical to character of 
each nation. 


The collection was voted to Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund and 
amounted to $13.70. Closing prayers were offered by Rev. Mr. 
Bradley, after which an inspection of their convenient and 
splendid church quarters was followed by refreshments 
served by the Ladies’ Guild.

The last quarterly meeting of Marin County branches was 
held at the Church of Our Savior, Mill Valley, February 10, 
called to order by the president, Mrs. Campbell. Rev. Mr.

Miss Menzies, Periodical Club secretary, read a report of 
Sausalito sending two sacks of magazines to the Seamen’s 
Institute, one box of Sunday School papers to New Orleans, 
twenty-three books to Canon Kip Nursery, also 117 Christ- 
mas cards and nine magazines each month. Mill Valley sends 
nine magazine monthly, San Rafael sends five magazines each 
month. Three hundred magazines to the Seamen’s Institute 
and Church magazines are sent regularly to Missions in 
Alaska and Arizona. Ross sends regularly to missions in 
Alaska and 100 magazines to the Seamen’s Institute. Book 
Week, April 19, is for the merchant marine. 

The president announced various Quiet Days to be held at 
Grace, St. Luke’s and Diocesan Quiet Day at St. John’s Church 
during Lent. She also reminded about the United Thank Of- 
fering and mentioned that of the four boys driving the recent 
Alaska dog teams carrying antitoxin, two belonged to our 
Mission there. 

Miss Beans, Diocesan president of the Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety, announced a series of lectures on girl leadership by 
Miss Florence L. Newbold, National Extension secretary of 
the Girls’ Friendly Society of America, during February. 

_ Study of China missions for Sunday Schools during Lent; 
course by Rev. Mr. Bradley. Pictures and literature and mis- 
sion study books and prices at the book store, 281 Fourth 
avenue, New York City, for Church Service Leagues. 

Miss Newbold related the fifty years’ progress of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, which had its origin in England by 23- 
year-old Mrs. Townsend, with a present membership of 
350,000 scattered throughout United States, Canada, Japan, 
China and the Philippines. In the United States 60,000 in 
1200 branches and 53 Dioceses; $1.50 dues yearly for hon- 
orary associates and $1 yearly for working associates. Aux- 
iliaries and Guilds were the best workers and no restrictions 
as to creed, church, color for girls of every background, with 
no age limit, being from four to sixty years, and leadership 
for Church work is the training which stands for stead fast- 
ness, purity and faith. After three months’ probation, then a 
badge with the motto, “Bear ye others’ burdens,” and their 
pledge for purity of word, thought and deed. Missionary 
work is done, scholarship work kept up and they also send 
woman worker by payments. Miss Newbold suggested the 
book, “Chinese Ginger” (50c), as good suggestions for plays, 
teas, etc. and urged the blue box of the United Thank Offer- 
ing for Girls Friendly Society offering. She mentioned the 
Young People’s Fellowship and Christian Endeavor as joint 
membership, not so successful as separate clubs for boys and 
girls. Mill Valley has the only Girls’ Friendly Society in 
Marin County. 


The meeting adjourned after prayers by Rev. Mr. du Bois, 


to enjoy refreshments served by the Ladies’ Guild in their 
Giuld room.

Religious Education as a Profession 


(By Arlo Ayres Brown, in the “International Journal of Religious 
Education”) 


“There is no royal road to learning,” so Euclid is reported to 
have once told a royal pupil who protested against the hard work 
which learning required. There is no royal road to success in any 
line. The development of education for the common people made 
surprisingly slow progress through the centuries, until recent years. 
During the last fifty years the movement has come forward rapidly, 
due to an awakening public conscience and a system of teacher 
training, Today the United States pins great faith to its public 
school system, supplemented by higher institutions of learning. 

But one element in the so-called American system of education 
has been strangely lacking—religion. One hundred and fifty years 
ago our public schools were essentially religious in aim and in 
materials, but for the last seventy-five years they have omitted the 
direct teaching of religion almost entirely, although they have 
sought to develop Christian ideals in their students. 

The public mind is just awakening to appreciate the seriousness 
of this fatal defect. Religion is too vitally needed as a moral dy- 
namic to be ignored, and it is too complex a subject to be under- 
stood adequately without careful studying, As some one has 
rightly said, “What a tragedy for one to grow up with a man-sized 
idea of the universe and a child’s idea of religion”—not a child’s 
faith, but a child’s intelligence on religious subjects. 

The world’s need for a race which understands the teachings of 
Jesus more perfectly and expresses them more effectively will 
never be met until the task of teaching religion attains the dig- 
nity of a profession with high standards for admission and prac- 
tice. The old idea that “anybody can teach a Sunday School 
class,” and the plan of selecting teachers for the Church School 
“along the lines of least resistance” have very nearly passed out 
of use. But Christian people have as yet no adequate idea of how 
much skill should be required for a teacher of religion, and many 
people who aspire to positions in the field of religious education 
have a very inadequate conception of the magnitude and difficulty 
of the task. 

Briefly, the world needs in the field of religious education a 
great body of teachers and administrators who have achieved so 
much that they can justly look upon their calling as one of the most 
honorable and learned of professions. In order to meet this op- 
portunity they must have a professional pride which insists upon 
high ideals of preparation and achievement. Confronted with one 
of the most difficult and important of tasks, they must meet the 
responsibility with skill that is not second to that required for 
engineers, physicians, lawyers or Christian ministers. 

The churches are seeking such professional leaders today and 
are having great difficulty in finding them. “Where can I secure 
a competent director of religious education?” is a question asked 
of the writer very frequently. And it is not an easy one to answer. 
Many who begin a career in religious education do not have the 
patience, if they have the ability, to remain in this field. With a 
few notable exceptions the people who have followed religious edu- 
cation as a profession for many years are to be found today either 
teaching in colleges, or else serving as administrative officers for 
some educational board. Too many who plan to devote themselves 
to services in the local church fall by the wayside or, to be exact, 
deliberately turn from the way either to get married or to accept 
a pastorate or some other opportunity. 

Some directors expect recognition and honor before they acquire 
the experience necessary to success. A young physician just begin- 
ning to practice has probably completed four years in college, 
three in medical school and two as an interne, But he is not 
expecting a high salary for the first year or two after completing 
his long course of training. He knows that he will be lucky to 
make a living. He knows also that if he makes good he will win 
for himself in the future a position of great usefulness and honor. 

The young director or teacher of religious education who has 
completed four years in college and two in graduate school, four 
less than the young physician, expects a position of considerable 
responsibility with a good salary immediately. In fact, he usually 
gets such, But in return for that good salary too much is expected 
of him in the first year, There is a strong possibility that he will 
disappoint both himself and others. However, after two years of 
ar ng similar to that of the interne he should become really 
valuable. 


The limitations of this article compel extreme brevity. Hence to 
sum up, permit me to say: 

First. The world definitely needs many trained professional 
workers in religious education. 

Second, It needs workers who are better trained and who have 
added to their academic training at least a minimum of two years 
of practical experience in the college and graduate school. 

Third. It needs workers who will stay in the profession for years 
and make something worthy out of it. If religious education re- 
mains a short-time profession there is no future for it. But if we 
can develop a great company who will add to thorough academic 
training practical experience, and to experience patience, and to 
patience vision, and to vision passionate love for their work, to- 
gether with persistence, we can give to the world in the profession 
of religious education one of its most important saving factors.

The Daughters of the King of the Local Assembly of the 
Diocese of California met with the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew at Grace Cathedral on the Sunday afternoon preceding 
the Convention and there was a good attendance and inspir- 
ing addresses were given.

At Christmas the members of the 
various chapters of the Diocese undertook to fil! a large num- 
ber of boxes for the delectation of the men at the Seamen’s 
Church Institute. The boxes were all similar. Certain articles 
were in every box and the boxes were wrapped in tissue 
paper, tied with red ribbon, a Christmas card attached and 
when finished were as dainty and as attractive as one could 
wish, 

The Daughters of the King are active in every form of 
Church work and their rectors find the members very help- 
ful. Strangers, the sick, the sad and the lonely are visited. 
Every Daughter of the King is pledged to prayer and service 
and everyone is ready to answer to the call of the rector. 

Death has again invaded the ranks of the order. In January 
Miss Ada Little, long a faithful member of St. Luke’s Chap- 
ter, entered into the Paradise of God. Uncomplainingly and 
patiently she bore her long illness, her one regret being that 
she was unable to do the work she loved.

does its work, namely, voluntary attendance and voluntary in- 
struction? Have I given the Church School credit for what it has 
accomplished in the face of these difficulties? 

Have I placed the Church School wpon at least as high a plane 
as my children’s dancing school or music lessons, in requiring 
prompt and regular attendance, and conscientious preparation? 

Have I ever talked with my rector about the possible improve- 
ment in the work of the School insofar as my own children are 
concerned? 

Am I personally acquainted with my child’s teacher? Have | 
ever invited her to my own home? Have I ever conferred with 
her about my child’s work, or thanked her for her faithful service? 
Have I critized her before my children, or to myself? Have I in- 
quired how I might help her? 

Do I, as a father, study the Church School lessons with my boys 
and encourage them to think it a manly thing to know and love 
their Bible and Church? 

Have I, by example, let my children feel that the Church School 
is enough, and that it takes the place of the Church service? 

Am I really willing to delegate all the religious training ana 
instruction of my children to the Church School, without heip, 
sympathy or co-operation from myself? 

Am I personally helping to make my home and our school such 
places of religious nurture that my childhen, naturally and gladly, 
will confess Jesus Christ and be eager to take their place in the 


- fellowship of His Church? 


If the answers to any of these questions are in the negative will 
you not so act that affirmative answers may be given?—St, Thomas’

The offertory anthem, “I Beheld, and Lo!” by Dr. H. J. 
Steward, former organist of Trinity, was sung by the choir 
to whom the chant was dedicated by its author. 

The offering, which was presented to the Diocese as a 
thank-offering for God’s blessings upon Trinity parish dur- 
ing the seventy-five years since its founding, was placed upon 
the altar with the singing of the Doxology. 

Prayers and the Benediction by the Bishop were appro- 
priately responded to by the organ, its chimes and softly 
echoing tones themselves seeming a second benediction on 
the kneeling congregation. 

Coming down the main aisle of the Church, the choir sang 
the recessional hymn, “Rejoice, Ye Pure in Heart!” and its 
heartfelt “Amen” to the closing prayer left an indelible 
impression on the hearts of the worshippers at the dedica- 
tion of Trinity’s new memorial organ, the monument of 
seventy-five years of Church life lived for the glory of God 
and the extension of His Kingdom.

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THE A. B. CS OF SPIRITUAL HEALING—LESSON FIVE 


By Rev. THomas Parker Boro 
In His Likeness 


The rapt cry of an illuminated soul was, “We shall be like 
Him”—-when He shall be perfectly manifested to our con- 
sciousness. This is the ideal, the picture in the background 
of the imagination when we think of the outcome of Chris- 
tian living. And this likeness by any fair interpretation has 
reference not only to our spiritual states, but to our relations 
with our fellows, to our material affairs, to our physical 
well-ebing and, in fact, to anything which rightly belongs to 
life. 

The devout believer accepts thsi without question and all 
goes well, until there comes a time when it doesn’t work, 
then he begins to wonder why it doesn’t. It seems that a 
better way is to ask how it does work, and if there is a 
scientific method back of it by which we can know that it 
always works when we know the law. 

Lovers of nature have wandered in the woods and noticed 
the strange fact that the little animals and birds and insects 
become like the leaves and bark and other forms and colors 
with which they are surrounded. And he becomes aware that 
there is a power in life of every form, an unconscious 
mimicry by which this similarity is produced. In larger ani- 
mals it is even more marked. The polar bear is white because 
he is forever surrounded by white. The deer is white in 
winter and darker in summer to correspond to the change 
in the color scheme of nature. 

This unconscious mimicry is seen in marked degree in 
the cuckoo bird whom the nature scientists assure us prac- 
tices to the extent of laying eggs of identical size, color and 
shape in a strange nest after looking intently at the eggs 
already there. The story of two ancient Jews who practiced 
on each other have left the record of a known power of 
mimicry in nature by which Jacob was able to determine 
the color of the lambs and calves and kids. 

When we come to human life we find both the power to 
imitate unconsciously and consciously. A child’s well-known 
tendency to imitate is preserved in the proverb, “Monkey see, 
monkey do.” Upon this power of mimicry every preachment 
ever made upon the power of example and the value of right 
associates has depended for its fulfilment. No parent would 
care to name his child Judas or Annanias or Aaron Burr and 
such names, because he intuitively seeks to avoid the pos- 
sible contagion carried in such a name. But we have multi- 
tudes of Johns, Peters, Pauls, and for the same reason. There 
is the recognition that there is some power in life which 
holds out the hope that such a name may result in bringing 
out qualities in the child that were present in some famous 
bearer of the name. 

The ancient stigmatisis gazed upon the image of the pain- 
wracked and tortured body of the Lord on the cross and they 
eventually produced the stigma or marks of the nails in their 
hands. This is as well attested as any other historical state- 
ment of that time. The pity of it seems to be that they did 
o-. fill their minds with the image of His risen and glorified 

y. 

The remarkable number of the Bavarian peasants who look 
like the traditional picture of Jesus is accounted for by the 
fact that the supreme ideal held before them was to be 
enough like Him to take the part of the Christos in the Pas- 
sion Play. 

Twelve uncouth and crude men were called to be the 
Apostles of Jesus. They grieved him with their unspiritual- 
ity. But three years of seeing His wonder works, hearing His 
glorious message of truth and drinking in the matchless grace 
of His personality, and the unconscious mimicry had made 
them enough like Him to carry forward His work. After He 
was gone they went out and painted word-pictures of Him. 
Men heard and saw the pictures and soon afterward the dis- 
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ciples found men in the market place avowed followers of 
Jesus and they took knowledge that they had been with Him 
and learned of him. Probably they had never seen Him but 
they had seen a mental picture of Him, and the creative 
power of mimicry had done the work. 

The only scientific formula for making a man a Christian 
is given by St. Paul: “For we all, with open face, beholding 
as in a mirror the glory of the Lord, are changed from glory 
to glory after His imagee.” In other words, as a man holds 
before his mind the image of perfect life as it was in the 
Lord, he finds this hidden power within making him into 
the likeness of the image. 

Here, then, is the formula, whether it be for your spiritual 
life or for your physical health or your material prosperity 
or the expression of any God-given gifts: Hold before your 
mind the image of the perfect and finished work, and the 
creative mimicry of the spirit within you will bring it to 
pass. 


A DIOCESAN CLASS IN HEALING 


“The happiness of your life depends 
upon the quality of your thought.”

February 12 was a red-letter day to many people for on 
that day, in response to an invitation given by Dean Gresham 
and the Healing Mission of Grace Cathedral, Bishop Stevens 
of Los Angeles came to give us a day’s conference on healing. 
His choice of the passage, “God hath not given us a spirit of 
fear, but of power, of love and a sound mind” (II Tim. 1:7), 
was most helpful. It showed, through all his masterly inter- 
pretation, the great change in thought during the past thirty 
years. Fear now being acknowledged as the power which 
holds us back from the peaceful, healthful, happy, abundant 
life which Christ came to give us. 

The afternoon conference was splendidly attended, in spite 
of a heavy rain. Many of the clergy and laity spoke, showing 
their deep interest in the Church’s attitude. After a full dis- 
cussion it was unanimously decided to have a Diocesan Class 
in Healing. This is the first time this has been done. This 
class met the next week and the following plan was adopted: 
The class to meet once a week. The first course to consist of 
ten lectures on the subjects: Life—“Your life is hid with 
Christ in God.” Fundamentals—“I came not to destroy the 
law but to fulfill it.” Faith—“Go thy way, as thou hast be- 
lieved so be it unto thee.” Prayer—“When ye pray believe ve 
have received and ye shall have.” Healing—“Heal the sick: 
freely ye have received, freely give.” The Law—“Love is the 
fulfilling of the law.” The Power of Thought—“Whatsoever 
things are of good report think on these things.” The Works 
—“The works that I do, ye shall do also.” The Kingdom— 
“Fear not, it is the Father’s good pleasure to give you the 
Kingdom.” The Belief Triumphant—“That we may be one.” 

There are no dues or collections, the leader giving her 
services as a thank offering. Members are requested to attend 
every lecture. It is particularly urged that each’ parish an- 
nounce the classes and have those who are interested join, 
in order that our Sunday School teachers may be recruited. 

The children and young people are interested in this teach- 
ing when presented to them and many clergy would be 
happy to have classes formed if there were trained persons 
to lead them. When we see the numbers who are going out- 
side the Church for the healing message of the Christ, it is 
cheering to know that the Church has now made it possible 
for those desiring the healing teaching to receive it inside 
the Church. The classes are held in the chapel of Grace 
Cathedral, Thursdays at 1:45. The first course of ten lec- 
tures will be printed later. May God bless the work so that 
in every parish the message shall be definitely given. The 
class is under the Committee of Religious Education of the 
Diocesan Council.

| 
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A Saccessful Week-day School of Religious Education 
(By Elweed Erickson, in “The Churchman”) 


Every now and then we hear of some enterprising community 
facing squarely its responsibility regarding religious education 
that tries out some new and hopefal method to meet that responsi- 
bility. Unfortunately, such experiments are rare, for not many 
communities recognize their obligation. They depend upon the old 
and often inadequate procedure of the Sunday Schoo] to take care 
of the spiritual development of youth and see no connection be- 
tween the secular and sacred education. And often the Church has 
to assume the responsibility single-handed in sort of detached 
manner. 


Out in Cleveland Heights, Ohio, there is one of these communi- 
ties which is trying out the experiment of Week-day Schools of 
Religion. In many ways this is ar unusual community. It is new 
and hence has not yet assumed that rigidity common to the older 
communities. 

It contains among its numbers many of the leaders in the life 
of the city of Cleveland who have given to the community its pro- 
gressive, optimistic, forward-looking point of view. 


In the section there are six graded public schools and ten Prot- 
estant churches. But the two groups were doing their work inde- 
pendently. The schools are filled to capacity and the churches are 
flourishing. It seemed, however, to a group of those earnest citizens 
that the Church might serve its community in a larger way by 
offering to the schools a series of courses on the subject of 
religious education, a subject which the Church was, or at least 
should be, qualified to offer. The matter was discussed for a 
long time and finally a commission was appointed as an auxiliary 
of the Council of Religious Education of the Federated Churches 
of Greater Cleveland. This commission js headed by an ordained 
minister trained in religious education and has two members from 
each church. They drew up a plan which was submitted to the 
Board of Education and after a careful review by a group of experts 
this plan was adopted. 

Week-day classes are conducted for children of the fourth,, fifth 
and sixth grades of the public schools. They are held in the 
church centers near the public schools from which the children 
are dismissed. And since the two are near together little time is 
lost in the transfer. The sixth grade is dismissed from 9:00 to 
10:30 the fifth, from 10:30 to 12:00 and the fourth, from 2:15 to 
3:30. 

Those parents desiring that their chil@ren shall attend the schools 
of religion fill out and sign a request for a dismissal card and this 
is returned to the principal of the public school which their chil- 
dren attend. The children then take these cards to the teacher of 
the week-day school of religion in the church center nearest the 
school which they attend and there are enrolled. After enrollment 
the pupils are given an information blank to be filled out at home, 
signed by the parent or guardian, which is returned and placed 
in the permanent files. Incidentally, the statistical value of this 
soon became evident for the record secured was much more full 
than that which the Sunday School had compiled and it furnished 
many interesting leads as to the non-churechgoers jn the com- 
munity. It revealed, for instance, that many homes had no connec- 
tion with the Church but through the child, yet these homes wel- 
comed the opportunity of sending the child to a school of religion. 
As a result, there has been a new alignment of the religious forces 
and the churches have been able to appraise their problem with a 
better understanding. 

The classes are taught by experienced and trained teachers of 
religion, Two young ladies, graduates of Boston University, School 
of Religious Education, and also with wide experience in Daily 
Vacation Bible School work, together with an ordained minister as 
superintendent, constitute the teaching staff. They give all their 
time to this work; this is their job. 

A teaching personnel of this character meets the criticism justly 
made of the old methods in Sunday School work. Under the old 
plan, piety was regarded more highly than ability; consecration, 
than qualification. Both are needed. A good person may be a poor 
teacher and too often the Sunday School carries along in its teach- 
ing staff those good-intentioned but wholly inefficient teachers 
who hinder the cause of religious education. We often put people 
in the Sunday School just for the sake of giving them a job and 
for the sake of keeping them interested in the Church, Many of 
them are in the “teen age, that period when the usual courses in 
the school have lost their interest. We do not want them to stray, 
and so we give them a job of teaching others but a few years 
younger than themselves. These children, accustomed to efficient 
teaching in the day school, are quick to sense and to take advan- 
tage of the difference. They are either bored and become slothful 
in their work or regard the whole procedure with levity. In either 
case the high purpose of religious education is lost. With a trained 
teaching staff this is overcome. The pupils come to the classes 
with the knowledge that they are to be taught by some one who 
knows the subject and who is qualified to teach it. This immedi- 
ately inspires confidence and enlists interest, And they also know 
that it is serious business, not a matter of whim or fancy. They 
must be there. 

The whole plan is non-sectarian. Its budget has been under- 
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written by the churches. In no case are public fands used for 
the support of the work, This prevents any criticism by those 
who are not in agreement with the plan. And the budget was easily 
met, for the churches welcomed the plan and were willing to sup- 
port it. At the present time the expenditure is not heavy, for 
experiment is restricted. Only thirty-five pupils are enrolled in 
each grade at each church center. In two cases that limit was 
passed, but most of the grades are under it at the present. A total 
of 371 pupils has been enrolled for this term. This total promises 


to be greatly increased, but for the first term the group is large 
enough. 


The teaching is non-sectarian in character. The duty of teaching 
polity and history of a particular Communion rests upon the indi- 
vidual church. The curriculum is based upon the Bible as a text 
book. The themes of the courses are: Fourth Grade—Growing in 
Christian Conduct; Fifth Grade—God’s Noblemen of the Old Testa- 
ment; Sixth Grade—Life of Christ. This course was submitted to a 
group of experts appointed by the Board of Education, together 
with a committee from the churches,and was decided upon as a 
good starter. Later it is planned to include the older grades and 
to add other subjects. 


Those who are interested in a forward step in religious educa- 
tion will follow this experiment with profound interest and maybe 
imitate it. Many things are still to be learned, much effort no 
doubt wil be wasted, many seeds will fall upon soil and fail to 
spring up because there is no depth of earth. But despite this, in the 
eyes of many thoughtful observers, it represents a movement in 
the right direction toward meeting the responsibility which the 
Church bears toward its young people. The older methods are obvi- 
ously inadequate to meet the needs of the day. They must be re- 
vised. Here is an attempt to make such a revision which wil] be 
both advanced and constructive. It is yet too soon to judge of 
results, but one may reasonably expect that out from it will come 
not only a new interest in the whole subject of religious education 
in the whole community but also some leaders from the young 
people themselves who will more than justify the experiment. After 
all, life is an adventure, and an adventure in ideals. Its compensa- 
tions are revealed to those who believe in the ancient word that 
“nothing ventured, nothing gained.”

Bishop and Mrs. Parsons were the Council’s special guests 
of honor and Bishop Parsons gave a most interesting address. 
The other speakers, who were also guests of the Council, 
were: Miss Esther May Carter, for the Girl Reserves of the 
Y. W. C. A.; Miss Kathleen Armitage, for the Young People’s 
Fellowship; Mrs. J. R. MacDonald, for the Campfire Girls, 
and Mrs. Baylies, for the Girl Scouts. 


The Diocesan Council felt particularly gratified at the in- 
terest which the members of our fellow organizations ex- 
pressed at the meeting and it is the hope of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society that this may be the forerunner of annual 
or semi-annual meetings of a similar character. 


Miss Florence Newbold, our national Extension Secretary, 
has been spending a very active six weeks in the Diocese of 
California. She has been speaking every day in the various 
bay communities. One day was spent in San Jose, where sev- 
eral meetings were held—one at noon at the State Teachers 
College, before the Episcopal girl students.

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| Vestryman’s Corner

ALL VESTRYMEN SHOULD KNOW 

The nature of the Canons which unite the Parishes and 
Missions financially with the Diocese, and through the Diocese 
with the Province, the National Council and the National 
organization of our Church. 

Changes in Personnel 

Every year new clergy come into the Diocese, new vestry- 
men are elected and changes are made in the treasurers and 
secretaries. A recapitulation of the essential features of the 
Canons dealing with financial matters is given below for 
their benefit. 

Secretary of Vestry Should Have Copy of Canons 

Section 268 of the Canons requires the secretary of the 
Parish or Mission to keep a copy of the Canons at the meet- 
ing place for reference. Copies can be obtained from Rev. 
F. H. Church, Secretary of Convention, 1217 Sacramento 
street, San Francisco. 

Assessments 

Sections 555 to 565 deal with the methods whereby the 
Committee on Finance shal] determine the appropriations 
for the Episcopal and Convention funds and the manner in 
which the assessments to meet the same shall be made. Prob- 
ably no other Canons have received so much consideration in 
their construction. The Committee on Finance is bound by 
rigid rules and has no arbitrary powers at all. 

The Usual Protest Arrives 

Every year I receive one or more letters protesting against 
the arbitrary assessments for the Episcopal and Convention 
funds. These assessments are contained in the report of the 
committee on Finance which is adopted at the annual Con- 
vention. 


Some of the Clergy Do Not Know the Canons 

The recent activity of the Campaign Committee revealed 
the fact that at least three of the clergy did not know that a 
Mission has two pledges to make—one towards the support 
of its vicar, the other for the Nation-wide Campaign. 

Proper Time to Protest 

Your delegates to the Convention should protest before the 
report is adopted and if there is merit in your objection re- 
lief can then be had. Now it is too late. 

Quotas for Nation-wide Campaign; Prompt Monthly Payments 

Sections 570 to 575 provide for the apportionments there- 
of; they are distributed to the Parishes and Missions on the 
same basis as the assessments. Treasurers should pay one- 
twelfth of their pledge as soOn as possible after the close of 
the month to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

N. B.—It is usually the 5th or 6th of the following month 
before the Diocesan cash book is closed. Ample time to send 
your check, Mr. Treasurer.

Remittance Blanks 


A supply of remittance blanks can be obtained from the 
Treasurer of the Diocese. These forms obviate the necessity 
of writing a letter telling the proportions of a check for the 
different funds. Will those treasurers who send checks with- 
out comment, expecting the Treasurer of the Doicese to guess 
what fund they are paying, please take note? 


Missions Must Make Two Pledges 


Sections 365 and 367 provide that every Mission shall 
pledge a monthly sum towards the support of their vicar. 
Missions are also required to pledge (Section 572a) for the 
Nation-wide Campaign Fund. 

Missions and Christmas Day Offering 


Section 661 requires the Missions to devote their Christmas 
Day offering towards the premium of their vicar to the 
Church Pension Fund. The Parishes have to pay the pre- 
miums of their rectors, while the Diocese pays the premiums 
of the vicars. Christmas Day offering was formerly taken 
up for the Disabled Clergy Fund, now superceded by the 
Church Pension Fund. Missions are also expected to pay half 
of the monthly premium when sending the pledge towards 
vicar’s salary. 

Fifty Years Life of Vestry 


Vestries are, or should be, incorporated under the State 
laws. Such incorporation is for fifty years. Section 401 of 
the Civil Code makes provision for legal methods of extend- 
ing the life another fifty years. Some parishes are fifty years 
old. Have they renewed their legal entity? 


Province 


The Province of the Pacific, or Eighth Province, consists 
of the Dioceses of California, Olympia, Oregon, Sacramento. 
Los Angeles; Missionary Districts of Idaho, Spokane, Eastern 
Oregon. Utah. Nevada. San Joaquin, Arizona, Alaska, Hono- 
lulu and the Philippine Islands. The appropriation for the 
Convention Fund includes $562 for the expenses of the 
Province. The Synod meets this spring in Berkeley. Attend 
one of the meetings and merge parochialism and diocesan- 
ism in the contemplation of a still larger degree of Church 
unity. You will benefit thereby.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


THE METHOD OF THE DISCUSSION GROUP—By Laura F. Boyer. 
National Council, 281 Fourth avenue, New York. 1924. Price 50c. 


Discussion as to method of getting information, reaching 
conclusions and producing activity, has won for itself a defi- 
nite place in all schemes of modern education. As applied to 
the Church’s mission it is proving invaluable but its most 
successful application demands a high degree of skill on the 
part of the leader. Such skill may be acquired by any person 
of average capacity who really desires it. There are manuals 
on the conduct of mission study classes and there are vol- 
umes on pedagogical methods, but there is a lack of any 
short and simple direction as to self-training in the discus- 
sion method and its most helpful application. This lack, Miss 
Boyer’s book supplies. She is perhaps the most experienced 
and skillful exponent of this method in the Church today, 
and her book is the result of years of practice in leading. 
The chapter headings give an idea of the scope of the book. 
They are: I—The Discussion Method; Il—-The Course as a 
Whole; I11J—The Individual Session; IV—The Formation of 
Questions; V—The Management of the Group Meeting; VI— 
The Training of Leaders. 

The book is recommended to everyOne—man or woman, 
priest or lay person—who desires to understand this method 
of teaching and to apply it where it will do most good in 
the line of religious education. : 


The Search for Peace 


A recent resolution by a group of young people of a New 
England parish suggests an attitude of mind that is certainly 
interesting as well as encouraging. They say, “Now we 
young people, members of parish, state our opinion 
that the great issue before all statesmen of the day is ‘War or 
Peace.’ We are for peace. . . . We believe that war can 
be prevented. . . . Give us leadership to fight the good 
fight. Give us opportunity to prepare for peace by love. We 
therefore ask you, as our representatives in our country’s de- 
liberations, to favor all such measures as express love not 
suspicion, international understanding not self-centeredness, 
peace not armed force. These are our needs. This, we be- 
lieve, is the voice of youth.” 

Miss Laura F. Boyer’s book, “The Search for Peace’’ fills

the demand of this “voice of youth.” It is a simple outline 
for forums and discussion groups, covering the field of the 
peace programs before the world today. It is fitted to an- 
swer the call of these young people for leadership in world 
peace. It is fitted as well for a wider field. It is intended for 
adults, for groups of men and women who recognize their 
responsibility as Christians to know about world peace. And 
it is interesting. It takes up for consideration the liveliest 
problems before us today, the League of Nations, the posi- 
tion of the pacifists, the causes of friction between nations 
as illustrated by the present controversy between Japan and 
the United States. It discusses the causes of war, what must 
be the underlying principles of any successful plan for 
peace, what will end war, the duty of Christians for the ces- 
sation of war. Finally it asks, What can we do to end war? 
How many of us understand about the suggested plans for 
peace, the Borah plan, the protocol, the World Court? Miss 
Boyer quotes Bryce, “The first thing and the indispensable 
thing to enable the people to control those large issues of 
foreign affairs which they are entitled to determine is that 
they should, obtaining more knowledge, give a more con- 
tinuously active attention to the affairs of the outer world.” 
One would like to put this question to all our Christian peo- 
ple. And again, how many of our people really believe in 
peace and talk about peace and work for peace? What can 
the teacher do, or the youth, or the business man, or the 
scientist, or the minister? Such are the questions that this 
book brings up. But it does not leave the questions up in 
the air. It presents such material for people to read and 
study. It does not lay down the answer; the answer must 
— from the individuals. They must make up their own 
minds. 

The book is published as a response to an appeal to the 
National Council that “the whole Church, during the season 
of Epiphany or at such other period as may be more con- 
venient locally, study carefully the methods of establishing 
peace now presented before the peoples of the world.” It is 
on sale at the Church Book Shop, 1217 Sacramento street, 
San Francisco, at 25 cents a copy.
